Claim 57 (new): The immobilized biomolecule of claim 21 wherein the Bi or B 2 
carbohydrate comprises an oligosaccharide or a polysaccharide. 

Claim 58 (new): The immobilized biomolecule of claim 21 wherein the Bj or B 2 
carbohydrate comprises a hapten or an antigen. 

Claim 59 (new): The immobilized biomolecule of claim 21 wherein the Bi or B 2 
carbohydrate comprises a polysaccharide hapten or antigen. 
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
